(Col. Forsythe was in Chicago a long time as a 
member of Gen. Sheridan's staff. He was uni- 
versally liked and has many warm and intimate 
friends bere. He was a prominent figure about 
the Chicago Club and spent much of his time 
when not on duty with the members of that or- 
ganization. The Colonel was known among his 
intimate friends as Tony Forsythe. He received 
this nickname while at West Point, and it has fol- 
lowed him through life. 

Gen. Sheridan and Col. Forsythe were intimate 
friends. Both were Lieutenant-Colonels in the 
War of the Rebellion and saw much service to- 
gether. When Sheridan was placed at the head 
of the Department of the Missouri, with head- 
quarters in this city, he gave Forsythe a place on 
his staff. Gen. Macfeely was here at the same 
time. When Gen. Sheridan went to Europe dur 
ing the Franco-Prussign War Col. Forsythe ac- 
companied him. Both became intimately ac- 
quainted with Bismarck, and Forsythe, who is 
a good story-teller, has a stock of interesting inci- 
dents of their stay in Europe which he relates to 
his friends. 

He married a daughter of ex-Gov. Denison of 
Ohio. Mrs. Forsythe is fond of entertaining, and 
during their residence in Chicago their home on 
Michigan avenue was the scene of many a brilliant 
event. 

Col. Forsythe was appointed a cadet to West 
Point from Ohio in 1851. He became Second- 
Lieutenant in the Ninth Infantry in 1861 and 
served through the war as a Lieutenant-Colonel. 
He was breveted Brigadier-General April 9, 1865. 
In 1886 he took command of the Seventh Cavalry 
and was stationed at Fort Riley, Kas., until the 
recent Indian troubles. He has been a prominent 
candidate for Brigadier-General in the regular 
army and was favorably mentioned. No official 
information regarding his suspension has been re- 
ceived at army headquarters here.] 


JACK RED CLOUD RETURNS. 


He Wants the Friendlies Sent Out, but the 
Authorities Are Suspicious. 

Omana, Neb., Jan. 5.—The Bee has the fol- 
lowing from Pine Ridge Agency: Jack Red 
Cloud and a small party of friendlies 
came in from the hostile camp this aft- 
ernoon. They asked that the Indians now at 
the agency be sent out to help the Indians who 
fled from the agency on the night of the bat- 
tle of Wounded Knee Creek get away from 
the hostiles. 

The authorities look upon the request with 
distrust and reserve their decision. 

Father Stephanie, the Jesuit missionary, 
left last night for the East. Although he re- 
mained here but forty-eight hours or so he is 
said to have successfully drawn upon some 
of the best sources of information among the 
hostiles. As he was leaving he said: “I am 
convinced there will be more bloodshed and 
that the greatest fight is yet to come.” 

Regarding the condition of Father Crafts, 
who was. stabbed in the battle of 
Wounded Knee, Father Stephanie said: 
We can now tell nothing at all 
about how he is coming out of it. I would 
give little for his life as matters now stand 
with him.” 2 ;

A Good Deal of Excitement Among the 
Redskins Over the Sioux War. 
Gururizs, Ok., Jan. 5.—The news of the

McEnerny’s Usual Harangue, 

This project has been held back for two 
years. The Mayor, acting presumably in the 
interest of the railroad companies which have 
destroyed a safe crossing at this point, favored 
an eighty-foot viaduct. Ald. Dixon and Ald. 
Cullerton have favored a viaduct the full 
width of the boulevard. McEnerny last 
night, with an eye single to the spring elec- 
tien, made one of his usual ear-splitting 
speeches in favor of the ordinance, pointing 
out the necessity of reaching Douglas Park, 
ete. Cullerton followed in the same line. 

Ald. Dixon objected to the order until the 
City Administration, through its Law Depart- 
ment, had ascertained the liability of the rail- 
road company. 

There will be damages amounting to 
$1,500,000 arising from the construction of this 
viaduct,” he said. Who shall pay this? The 
city must pay interest on it until the end of a 
ten-years’ lawsuit, unless some arrangement 
is made beforehand? Has the Mayor had 
any understanding with the railroad in ref- 
erence to those damages? What has the Law 
Department done towards ascertaining who 
is liable? There was one Commissioner of 
Public Works, C. S. Waller, who never 
moved in these matters until the railroads 
came to time. The viaducts constructed 
during his term of office cost the taxpayers 
nothing. Ever since it has been different. 
The viaducts gppear to have cost the city 
dearly and the railroads nothing, merely be- 
cause the city’s legal rights had not been en- 
forced.

They spread 
the news of the conflict in the north and in- 
vited delegations to a ghost dance which they 
propose to hold at Red Rock, sixty miles 
north of this place. 

The Cheyennes and Arapahoes have also re- 
ceived news that the Government intends to 
disarm them. It is not known here whether 
there is any truth in the report, but however 
that may be it has greatly disturbed them.

ORGANIZATION IN THE SENATE. 


Milton W. Mathews Will Be the President 
Pro Tem, 

SprInGcriztp, III., Jan. 5.—[Special.]|—The 
Republicans will effect an organization in the 
Senate without any trouble at all. The caucus 
will be held tomorrow. Milton W. Mathews 
will be the President pro tem. of the Senate, 
with L. F. Watson of Iroquois as Clerk. Mr. 
Kretzinger of Logan will probably be Ser- 
geant-at-Arms and Mrs. Pitkin Postmistress., 
Mr. Mathews will be nominated with little or 
no opposition. A committee will be appointed 
to appoint the Chairmen of the Committees of 
the Senate and the majority representation 
thereof. This body usually consists of five 
men. The distribution of Chairmen and 
the places on the committees two years ago 
made a good deal of ill-feeling and much of it 
was never entirely dispelled. This time the 
Republican Senators appear to be in perfect 
accord, and from present indications the work 
of organization will be made without a show 
of discontent. 

Senator Crawford will probably be the 
Chairman of the Committee on Judiciary. It 
is barely ible Senator Fuller will get tie 

lace. He could have it it he wanted it, but 

nator Fuiler will be content with the Chair- 
tmanship of a less important committee, with 
memberships of several others. The duties of 
the Chairman of Judiciary are very laborious, 
The committee meets three times a week for 


| three months, and its sessions run through the 


entire afternoon, oftentimes into the night. 
Senator Fuller was the Chairman of Railroads 
in the Senate some years ago, and after that 
of Warehouses and of Insurance in the House. 
He can be Chairman of Railroads now if he 
cares N for it. Senator Evans 
might have this Chairmanship if he expressed 
a desire therefor. Dr. Secrest will get Appro- 
priations again. 

There is not the semblance of a misunder- 

standing or contest among the Republicans in 
the Senate. Such is not the case with the 
Defnocratic Senators, who are in no little tur- 
moil over their organization. Senator Ed- 
ward S. McDonald will be the probable nomi- 
nee for President pro tem. of the Senate. 
James R. Campbell of Hamilton desires to be 
the Chairman of the caucus. This icular 
officer appoints a committee to make up the 
minority representation on committees when 
the Democrats are in the minority in the Sen- 
ate. Senator Campbell wants to name that 
committee. It usually consists of three gen- 
tlemen, they would be friends of 
Senator Campbell if he had the privilege 
of naming them. Senator Campbell will not 
be nominated as Chairman of the Democratic 
eaucus. The exigencies of the situation are 
against him. Senator Wells of Adams will, it 
is thought, preside over the Democratic cau- 
cus of the Senators, and this will leave Sen- 
ator Campbell to buffet against the seas of 
parliamentary adversity.

PROPOSED RAILROAD MEASURES, 


Legislation That Will Be Demanded by 
Farmers—The Two Cent Scheme. 
SpriInGFIELD, III., Jan. 5.—Railroad legisla- 
tion is a subject which is destined to receive 
more than usual attention during the session 
of the Thirty-seventh General Assembly. The 
Democratic party, the F. M. B. A., and the 
State Grange are united in the demand that 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners be elected by popular vote instead 
of appointed by the Governor as now, and the 
last three parties demand a uniform passenger 
rate throughout the State of two cents per 
mile, a radical reduction of freight rates, and 
amendments to the revenue laws which will 
compel the railroads to bear their just burden 
of taxation. Representative Moore, an F. M. 
B. A. member, has prepared a bill embodyi 
the demands of the organization for railro 
legislation, and nearly every prominent Demo- 
crat in the House has a bill providing for the 
election of Kailroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners and incidentally for other re- 
strictions as to rossings and interlock- 
ing switches. The favorite scheme to tax 
railroad com upon the basis of their 
gross earnings, although in vogue in Penn- 
sylvania and certain other States, has been 
declared by some to be contrary to the Con- 
stitution of I. yet the inois Revenue 
Committee, whose Chairman is Milton Hay, a 
member of the Constitutional Convention that 
framed the present organic law of the aye, 
recommends substantially this method o 
taxing railroad companies.

WHAT THE FARMERS WANT. 
Legislation Demanded According to Repre- 
sentative Taubeneck. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 5.— Henry F. Taube- 
neck, the F. M. B. A. Representative-elect 
from the Forty-fifth District, Clark County, 
arrived in the city today. He said: 

„ do not desire to express my Senatorial 
preferences at this time. I am a F. M. B. A. 
man, and I do not see why Democrats should 
assert that I will vote for Gen. Palmer. After 
consultation with my colleagues we will de- 
termine on a plan of action.“ 

Questioned as to the legislation demanded 
by his organization, Mr. Taubeneck said: 
„Well, we want a great deal of that article 
particularly railroad legislation. We demand 
the reduction of the rate for passenger traffic 
to two cents per mile, the freight 
rates must be reduced to two-thirds 
of the present rate, and we will 
endeavor to secure the passage of a law that 
will call for the selection of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners by the ballot of 
the people throughout the State instead of by 
appointment by the Governor. Other matters 
on which we desire legislation are numerous. 

Among other things we want a new election 
law similar to the law known as the Aus- 
trahan system. I think the compulsory edu- 
cation law needs some amending, but I 
am not at present prepared to state 
just in what direction. On the school book 
question the organization of which I ama 
member is divided to a certain extent, a por- 
tion of the members believing that all school 
books should be printed by the State 
and sold at cost, while others believe 
that such books can be printed on special con- 
tract. But we wantto kill the School Book 
Trust. We also want the revenue laws changed 
so that credits and moneys sec red by mort- 
gages on lands and lots shall be taxed as real 
estate instead of personal property and the 
mortgagee be compelled to pay his just share 
of prorata tax. e also want a reduction of 
official salaries throughout the State from the 
Governor down to roadmaster.”’ 

When asked for his views on a constitutional 
convention Mr. Taubeneck replied that he 
thought the present Constitation needed some 
changing, especially in that part referring to 
the making of assessments, but he believed 
that such changes could be made by amend- 
ment. He said that he was in favor of a law 
that would turn one-half the money received 
from saloon licenses into the County Treas- 
uries, instead of letting it all goto the Treas- 
ury of the city granting the license.

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BIG CRASH IN CINUINNATI. 


THE DUEBER-HAMPDEN WATCH COM- 
PANY COMPELLED TO ASSIGN, 
The Liabilities Said to Be Only $350,000, 
While the Assets Are Placed at $1,500,- 
000—The President of the Company 
Says the Action Was Taken to Protect 
Himself Against an Unscrupulous Cred- 
itor—Decker, Howell & Co. to Pay Dollar 
for Dollar and Resume Business. 
Crvorywat1, O., Jan. 5.—[Speciai.}—The 
Dueber-Hampden Watch company of Canton, 
O., one of the largest concerns in the United 
States, made an assignment in this city this 
afternoon to Howard Douglass. The col- 
lapse of Dueber is no surprise to those on the 
inside, for he has been considered shaky for 
some time. He moved his extensive works in 
Newport, Ky., just across the river from Cin- 
cinnati, about two years ago and greatly en- 
larged his business, adding to the manufact- 
ure of watch cases that of watch works. Mr. 
Dueber was one of the few men who fought 
the Watch Trust and they determined to drive 


- him to the wall. At his Canton factory he 


employed nearly 2,000 hands. 

The Watch Trust, which included the 
Waltham, Elgin, Howard, and Rockford com- 
panies made frequent overtures to Dueber, 
but he declined them all, depending upon the 
small jewelers to stand by him, which they 
failed todo. In the deed of assignment it is 
stated that the assets are $1,500,000 and the 
liabilities only $350,000. The cern is a 
stock company, with John C. Duebder Presi- 
dent and owner of a large majority of the 
stock. He has parted witha considerable num- 
ber of shares lately and it is said an effort was 
being made by the trust to get control of the 
corporation. In order to protect his interests 
Dueber says the assignment was made. 

Mr. Dueber, in an internew, told how the 
trouble came about. He said: “The assign- 
ment was made because I wanted to protect 
my friends and myself from one man. He 
forced me to take the step by asking for 
things he was not entitled to. He had re- 
ceived three-fourths of the purchase money 
for a business plant, holds security 
to the extent of five to one. He 
wanted to force me to the wall, so that 
he could get a further hold on me, 
I would not permit that, as it would have 
been a sacrifice of the interests of those who 
have stood by me, and also a sacrifice of my 
own interests. I could not do that for one 
man who already had ample security. All 
those who have claims against the company 
will be paid in full. They can rest assured of 
that. e liabilities are about $350,000, and 
the assets more than $1,000,000—about $1,500,- 
000. The assets consist of the plant and other 
real estate at Canton, O., the stock, tools, 
etc., on lind, also real estate in Newport, Ky., 
where the plant was formerly located.” 

Mr. Tudor of the Ohio Valley National 
Bank, which is a heavy creditor, indorsed all 
Mr. Dueber said, and further asserted that he 
was perfectly satisfied with the step that had 
been taken and with the selection of Mr. 
et agp as the assignee. He spoke ve 
highly of Mr. Dueber, saying his credit 
been the best and still was so. 

The man of whom Mr. Dueber spoke as 
forcing him to the wall is thought to be Mr. 
Hampden, who was the principal owner of the 
Hampden Watch company of Springfield, 
Mass.. In 1887 Mr. Dueber bought a large inter- 
est in concern and it was 
consolidated with his business. There 
was remaining due 
chase about $80,000, 
and it was a move of Ham en to get some 
further control in the combined concern that 
precipitated the assigiment. From outside 
sources it was learned that he had intended, 
or, at least, it was feared he intended to at- 
tempt to capture the control of the Board of 
Directors of the concern through his friends 
at the annual election next month. If this 
was done Mr. Dueber would be shut out or, 
at any rate, hampered in his efforts to push 
the business to its utmost.

Electric Lights in Prospect Along the Rail- 
read Tracks—Better Car Illumination. 

It would really seem that the end of the ap- 
palling slaughter that has been going on for 
years at the railroad crossings of Chicago, to 
which Tue Trisunz has called attention re.

SHEDS HIS SKIN LIKE A SNAKE, 


The Chicago Medical Society Discusses Sev- 
eral Queer Cases and Other Subjects, 

Dr. Jacob Frank reported a remarkable 
case of skin disease at the regular meeting of 
the Chicago Medical Society held last night 
at the Grand Pacific. It was of aman aged 
33 years, who once a year since his birth has 
shed his skin in orthodox snake fashion. Dr. 
Frank discovered the case last July at St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital. It nonplused him and 
he called Dr, Zeisler, a skin specialist, for 
consultation. After much study they arrived 
at the conclusion that it was a case of erythe- 
ma scarletina forma, recurrent: Dr. Frank 
exhibited casts of the man’s feet and hands 
and big plates of the cuticle from his trunk. 
After shedding his shell it is the patient’s cus- 
tom to wear his casts as moccasins and gloves 
until the new skin is strong enough to endure 
wear. 

The discussion which followed the reading 
of the paper was of interest. Dr. Lester Curtis 
read a paper on Koch’s Lymph and Its Ap- 

lication, and Dr. F. C. Green, recently from 

rlin, conducted the discussion. Dr. T. W. 
Brophy presented a singular case of fractured 
mandible.

Mrs. Boehne had secured a divorce from her 
husband and married again. However, she 
kept on paying the premiums on her first hus- 
band’s life-insurance policies for $10,000. She 
hunted for Boehne until he was located at the 
asylum, and then with great business sagacity 
had him properly identified to prove that he 
was her husband. Boehne, the doctors say, 1s 
in the final stages of paresis and cannot live 
more than a few weeks.

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS. 


Says She Was Defrauded. 

Mrs. Minnie Joerndt, the woman now held ona 
charge of murdering her nephew, Frank Braun. a 
saloonkeeper at No, 329 West Polk street, two 
weeks ago, complains in a Circuit Court bill that 
she has been defrauded out of her property. She 
says she is the owner of premises at No. 329 West 
Polk strect worth not less than $15,000 and also 
$500 worth of household furniture. While she 
was imprisonedin the County Jail, she says, she 
Was approached Jan. 2 by her niece, Rika Kueter 
and an attorney named Samuel F. Knox, and 
told that it would be to her advantage to convey 
the property in trust to Rika Kueter. Two papers 
had been prepared which she signed, believing 
they were for the sole purpose of protecting her 
interests during ber confinement. Now she has 
discovered that one of the instruments is a deed 
conveying the premises absolutely to the niece 
and the other is a bill of sale of the personal 
property. Itis alleged that the lawyer and the 
niece entered into a combination to defraud th 
complainant out of the property and the court is 
asked to cancel the papers. 


Patternmakers Organize a National Union. 

The patternmakers, the most highly skilled 
branch of foundry employés, have recently or- 
ganized a national union under the title of the 
National League of Patternmakers. Twenty-five 
local unions have been organized, embracing a 
large portion of thecraft. The organization is 
only temporary. For the purpose of making it 
permanent a convention will be held in Chicago 
the first Monday in February. A constitution 
and bylaws will be adopted and the objects of the 
union formulated. The principal question to 
considered will be the introduction of the eight- 
hour day May 1 of this year. There is a strong 
sentiment in the trade in favor of such a move, 
but its practicability will be a subject for serious 
discussion, the probability being that the organi- 
zation will not be strong enough by that time to 
make the venture. There are not over 5,000 pat- 
ternmakers in the United States. In Chicago 
their number does not exceed 300. A local union 
has been formed here which comprises 75 per cent 
of the craft. 


Brought Up with a Quick Jerk. 

The Western Union Telegraph company has 
stopped the work of putting up poles on Kinzie 
street. City Superintendent of Telegraph Bar- 
rett, owing to the recent death of his mother, has 
remained at his home for the last few days. After 
reading in Tue TrRispung of the Western Union 
erecting telegraph poles and lines of wire in vio- 
lation of all municipal law, Mr. Barrett came 
down to his office and sent word to Mr. Robinson 
of the Western Union that any work in the nature 
of above-ground ‘telegraphic wiring must stop. 
At 10 o'clock Mr. Barrett telephoned the Chicago 
Avenue Police Station to stop any squad of work- 
men erecting telegraph poles on the North Side. 
The Western Union showed no disposition to test 
the validity of Mr. Barrett’s order and work on 
the Kinzie street line from La Salle to Dearborn 
was entirely suspended.

CHICAGO’S CLAIMS FOR A NEW BUILDING. 


They Will Probably Be Presented to the 
House Committee Wednesday.

Wednesday if the Chicago Congressmen de- 
cide to ask for a hearing at that time, when 
the regular meeting of the committee will be 
held.

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

Had the Republican legislative campaign in 
Chicago been conducted last fall with ordi- 
mary prudence and good judgment there 
could be no doubt that a Republican Senator 
would be selected as the successor of Mr. 
Farwell this week at Springfield. But the 
campaign was not conducted with ordinary 
political sagacity. Individuals had axes to 
grind, and party interest was lost sight of; 
the machine-men had friends to reward, ene- 
mies to punish, and interests to advance; the 
conventions in some districts were “fixed ”’ ac-

| schemes of the manipulators. These things 


have given the gentleman from Sangamon 
who turned tail in the face of the enemy when 
his country was in peril a chance to break 
into the United States Senate from the State 
of Grant and Lincoln. 

In the First District, for instance, an Alder- 
man with a bad Council record was named in 
the belief that he would get the votes of tough 
Democrats. He hardly got a Democratic vute, 
and conscientious Republicans remembering 
his Aldermanic career seratched him suffi- 
ciently to defeat him by a good majority. In 
that district also a sleepy former member was 
nominated for the House to the disappoint- 
ment and displeasure of most of the Repub- 
licans of the district and in order to gratify a 
Republican officeholder who intrigued against 
the county ticket. The sleepy nominee was 
defeated. Thus two voters were lost in that 

In the Second a coterie of Republicans set 
out to knife one of the Republican candi- 
dates to gratify a feeling of personal enmity. 
The result was that his friends rallied to the 
support of the candidate assailed, plumped 
for him, and defeated the second candidate, 
the better man of the two, who had made a 
splendid record in the last Legislature. Thus 
was a third man lost. 

In the Third District, where the party ma- 
chinery was largely controlled by the Senator 
whose term is about to expire, a colored man 
obnoxious to many of his race was nominat- 
ed. The Democrats took advantage of the de- 
fection and ran as an independent colored can- 
didate a pretended Republican who has been 
frequently employed in various capacities by 
Democrats. The Republicans had prepared 
the way for this move by nominating as their 
second candidate a weak and unknown man. 
The bolt of the colored man Carter succeeded. 
The two Democrats slipped in and the weak 
white Republican forced on by the partisans 
of the junior Senator from this State was de- 
feated. Thus was a fourth man lost. 

It is not necessary to dwell on the treachery 
of the Republican machine in the Fifth Dis- 
trict, where a number of assistant Democrats 
of the taxeating variety forced the nomination 
of a man who had twice been rejected by the 
Republicans of his own ward, prevented a sec- 
ond nomination, and so outraged Republican 
feeling that a Senator and two members of 
the House were lost; for the faithless fellow 
who was elected as analleged Republican now 
repudiates his allegiance and appears to be at- 
tached to a string held by certain Democrats. 

Is it not time that the members of the ma- 
chine should bury their axes and hide away 
their knives? Perhaps they will not do so. 
Then the duty of honest Republicans is plain. 


THE DEMOCRATIC INDIAN SYMPATHIZERS 

The Democratic papers in their eagerness 
to assail the Republican Administration of the 
country are misrepresenting and exaggerating 
the events that have happened of late in con- 
nection with the Indian troubles about Pine 
Ridge Agency. The Eastern sentimentalists 
are in league with them, and between the two 
nothing is too outrageous to charge against 
the Indian Commissioner on the one hand 
and the Secretary of War, the President, and 
the army officers on the other. The soldiers 
in the field have been characterized by the St. 
Louis Republic, which is one of the leaders in 
this abuse, as scum recruited from the gutters 
and the jail, The killing of Sitting Bull has 
been denuvunced as murder, the battle at 
Wounded Knee as a massacre, and the army 
officers and officials of the War Department 
have been branded with coarse and opprobri- 
ous epithets as the persecutors and murderers 
of unoffending Indians. 

All this tirade is but an exhibition of parti- 
san recklessness and prejudice, unsupported 
by facts. The real facts are coming in slowly. 
The first circumstantial account of the killing 
of Sitting Bull has just been made by the 
agent at Standing Rock from the reports of 
the leaders of the Indian police who were or- 
dered to arrest him. It shows that they ac- 
complished their object peacefully and without 
firing ashot. Sitting Bull made no objection 
and agreed to go to the reservation. His 
peaceable surrender threw the police off their 
guard. The Indians gradually surrounded 
them in large numbers, carrying their arms. 
and when this was done Sitting Bull called 
upon them to rescue him. The Indians fired 
upon the police, who stood their ground 
bravely and returned the fire, and in the mélée 
Sitting Bull was shot, as he deserved to be. 
Though the Indians outnumbered the police 
more than four to one they were driven back 
and held at bay until the cavalry came up. 
The police were obeying their orders to arrest 
Sitting Bull and would have done so peace- 
ably but for the treachery of the wily savage 
himself, for which he paid with his life. It 
was a courageous act of self-defense on the 
part of the trusty and gallant Indian police. 

Not content with this misrepresentation the 
Democratic papers now are ringing the changes 
upon the affair with Big Foot’s

it is to be presumed did ‘not and could not 


stop to discriminate, Had it not been for In- 
dian treachery on both these occasions no one 
would have been injured. 

That the Indians may have been wronged to 
some extent there is little doubt, but that is 
neither here nor there at present. The In- 
dians by thousands have risen in revolt 
against the authority of their superiors and of 
the Government. The first duty is to over- 
power them, put them back on their reserva- 
tions, and compel them to be peaceable. This 
done, it will be in order to investigate the 
causes of the trouble. If the policy of these 
Democratic malcontents were followed the 
result would be that the settlers in that 
region would be left to indiscriminate 
slaughter, regardless of age or sex, and their 
property would be destroyed. It is only by 
prompt and resolute action of the troops that 
these horrors can be prevented and the 
country spared the expense of a protracted 
Indian war, and this should be accomplished 
at all hazards. When done it will be time to 
inquire into causes and seek to prevent any 
similar danger in the future. 


MONEY IN CIRCULATION. 

The story was started some months ago by a 
fiat crank that the amount of money in circu- 
lation in she United States is less than $10 per 
capita, and it is repeated about a thousand 
times a week, judging from the number of re- 
iterations that come to hand almost daily. If the 
statement were true the amount would be more 
than $50 per man, excluding paupers, crim- 
inals, lunatics, and loafers. And of the mill- 
ions who compose the industrial classes few 
carry in their pockets any such sum as $50 un- 
less at rare intervals. They spend their earn- 
ings as fast as received in purchasing things 
wanted for consumption, and the savings go 
immediately into the savings bank or the 
treasury of a building association, where the 
money is again available for circulation, and 
put out with little delay, because it earns noth- 
ing whilo lyimg idle. 

If the story were true it would not argue a 
scarcity of cash in the country. But it is 
utterly false. The New York Tribune has put 
into the following shape the official reports of 
the circulation Oct. 1, the amounts being 
stated in millions and tenth parts of a mill- 
ion dollars:

The gold coin is the only item in regard to 
the accuravy of which there is any doubt, but 
the lowest figures are taken, being those based 
on the estimate made by the late Democratic 
Superintendent of the Mint as to the amount 
in the country in 1873, but if not a dollar were 
in circulation then the difference now would 
not amount to 50 cents per capita. The issue 
of $14,700,000 in silver certificates in the last 
three months, since the date for which the of- 
ficial report was compiled, brings up the total 
outside the Treasury to about $1,512,700,000, 
or a trifle over $24 per head for each of the 
63,000,000 people now in the United States, the 
number seven months ago being officially 
counted at 62,622,250. The per capita circula- 
tion is thus two and a half times that claimed 
by the fiat cranks. 

When there is a normal amount of confi- 
dence in the community this circulation is 
made the basis of about ten times as much 
credit, and there is an abundance of money to 
buy and pay foreverything that is marketable 
as fast as it is offered for sale, enough to pay 
all labor bills, to purchase all needed sup- 
plies, and leave hundreds of millions of dollars 
free for the use of the speculator. When bus- 
iness confidence declines—that is, when the 
men who have money on hand get scared at 
the prospect of a big shrinkage in the selling 
and borrowing values of property—then money 
becomes scarce ’’ in the sense that the hold- 
ers of surplus money and credit refuse to lend 
as much as before on the collaterals 
offered, and are unwilling to advance 
any amount on some of them. There 
is just as much money as before, but 
less credit, and the latter cannot be increased 
by an overissue of the former. On the con- 
trary, it shrinks ten times as fast as the other 
is increased, But when the cranks find that 
the property they have on hand possesses less 
purchasing power than before they shout with 
one accord for the issue of billions of Federal 
irredeemable fiat as a means of raising prices 
to their former altitude. It is evident to any 
one who has studied the relations of cash and 
credit, and the way in which both shrink at a 
threat of any impairment of value, that if any 
chance should grant their wish they would 
simply get “money” without purchasing 
power, because the flood of cheap stuff would 
scare the holders of real money and in- 
duce them to take it out of the country. 
All the real money—that is, the kind which has 
a purchasing power at par on the world’s scale 
of valuations—would be locked up or hurried 
away, and with it would vanish the credits hith- 
erto based upon it, because nobody could be 
expected to lend with the prospect of being 
paid back in depreciated “ money.” The fear 
of this would be a just one, because the more 
of the fiat there was issued or threatened to be 
put in circulation the svarcer the real money 
would become and the less the purchasing 
power of that previously floated. The buying 
power of the aggregate could not be increased 
one iota by an enlargement of volume, no 
matter how many millions or billions of the 
stuff might be issued, 

It is strange that men otherwise ranking as 
sensible mortals cannot see this. Not one of 
the farmers who are joining in the cry for tiat 
money would think of increasing the value of 
his milk by pouring water into it. A few of 
their number might perhaps be willing to 
cheat a buyer by such a process, but not one 
could fail to see that the actual value of each 
gallon must be lessened by the precise amount 
of adulteration. Yet when it comes to a ques- 
tion of money the fiatists among them shout 
for more, though a little theught should be 
sufficient to show that the watering process 
would bring far worse results in the case of 
currency than with milk, because it would in- 
troduce the element of a panic in the shape of 
fear that a deluge of the stuff was coming 
upon the land. 


AMENDING THE REGISTRATION ACT. 

A more radical amendment of the new City 
Registration law than any yet proposed is nec- 
essary in order to do away with the bother 
and annoyance imposed on voters who change 
their residence occasionally by the needlessly 
cumbrous and complicated transfer system 
provided for in- Sec. 54 of the act. There 
seems to be neither sense nor justice in im- 
posing on voters who change their residence 
greater inconvenience and more onerous 
duties than on new voters or previous non- 
voters. Under the law as it stands now a per- 
son who refrains from voting or from regis- 
tering in a precinct of former residence can 
go to the precinct of new residence and regis- 


‘ter without any preliminaries whatsoever. On 


the other hand the good citizen who exercised 
his duty as voter in the precinct of former 
residence must get a transfer from that pre- 
cinct, no matter how distant or inaccessible to 
him it may be, in order to secure registration 


substitute a tabs A providing that the 
voter may appear at the precinct of present 
residence, make statement of the circum- 
stance of change of residence, giving the pre- 
cinct of last registration with place of last 
residence? Then make it the duty of the elec- 
tion officers to enter such names on a special 
list, with the facts of transfer, etc., properly 
tabulated. When the registry lists are re- 
turned to the central office it could be made 
the duty of the officers there to erase the 
names of the transferred voters from the reg- 
istry list of the former residence precinct. 
Such a plan, it would seem, would save an in- 
finite amount of bother. It would entail no 
additional duties on the election officers. In 
fact, it would lessen their duties by doing 
away with the useless and vexatious certificate 
system. 

There could be no fraud except through the 
collusion of the election officers, and of all of 
them. Of course, with the connivance of those 
officers fraud is possible no matter what pre- 
cautions may be taken. The present transfer 


system is so obnoxious, it entails such a large 


expense of time and trouble, that it 1 the 
means of disfranchising several thousand vot- 
ers at each election, The section providing 
for it should be repealed. 


THE DEATH OF EMMA ABBOTT. 

The announcement of the death of the well- 
known prima donna Emma Abbott (Mrs. 
Eugene Wetherell) at Salt Lake City will 
come to thousands of lovers of music some- 
what in the nature of a personal loss. It is 
doubtful whether there was another singer on 
the stage except Mme. Patti who was better 
known to the general public. It is equally 
doubtful whether any other singer on the 
stage, with the same exception, has received 
richer rewards for her efforts. And the re- 
markable feature of this financial success is 
the fact that it was made notwithstanding she 
was not a singer or actress of the first rank. 

Emma Abbott’s earliest successes were 
achieved as a concert singer in the West. She 
was one of Chicago’s discoveries. Twenty-four 
years ago she first was heard in this city on 
the concert stage, it being twelve years later 
that she first appeared in opera, upon which 
occasion, Jan. 6, 1879, she essayed the title- 
role in “Mignon” at Hooley's Theater. 
In the sixties she concertized largely in the 
West, and had’ considerable local reputation ; 
but it was not until her engagement as the 
soprano of Dr. Chapin’s church in Brooklyn 
and her conscientious work there secured pa- 
trons for her who sent her to Europe to 
be educated that her fame broadened 
and her name became well known to 
the operatic world, She was engaged 
upon the operatic stage about twelve 
years, and during that time essayed 
all kinds of roles, heavy and light, in English, 
French, German, and Italian opera, though 
the style of her action and the capacity of her 
voice fitted her best for the light roles. Con- 
sidering her drawbacks, her success was 
phenomenal. She had accumulated a fortune 
at the time of her death, while many other 
singers superior to her have failed in this re- 
gard. The secret of this success unquestion- 
ably was in her winning personality. She had 
a light flexible voice, of considerable facility 
and range, but not remarkable for its quality. 
Her dramatic ability was by no means pro- 
nounced. But in spite of these drawbacks she 
was indomitable in effort, honest in doing 
everything to the best of her ability, indus- 
trious to an astonishing degree, fair with her 
audiences, and stamless in her character. 
These qualities commended her to the people, 
and it was to the people rather than to fashion 
or to strictly musical audiences that she ap- 
pealed, She never appealed in vain. 
When all other companies were doing 
poorly it was certain that the Emma 
Abbott company was in clover. Much of this 
success was due also to excellent business 
management, for the little prima donna had a 
good head for business details. Her late hus- 
band, Mr. Wetherell, was also a good man- 
ager, and between them they made a success. 
She was a lady of sterling qualities of charac- 
ter, was devoted ardently and enthusiastically 
to her profession, and believed in herself what- 
ever the critics might say. Itis needless to 
say also that the people believed in her. She 
rose in her profession by undaunted pluck 
and unflagging industry. She had the genius 
of work. 


SENSIBLE ORGANIZING IN MASSACHU- 
SETTS. 

The Republicans of Massachusetts have 

shown a disposition to profit by the lessons of 
the November election. In that election they 
lost not only the Governor and other State 
officers but five Congressional districte—the 
Fifth, Eighth, Ninth, Eleventh, and Twelfth. 
Instead of the delegation of ten Republicans 
and two Democrats in the present Congress the 
delegation from that State in the next Congress 
will stand seven Democrats and five Republic- 
ans. Instead of the Republican Congressional 
majority of 27,924 in 1888 there was a Demo- 
cratic Congressional majority in 1890 of 7,473. 
The leading Republicans of the State have 
been investigating the causes of the landslide 
and they think they have discovered them. 
As the result of their deliberations they have 
organized the Republican Club of Massachu- 
setts, whose object it is not only to “ reorgan- 
ire the party but to take steps to change its 
policy so as to achieve success in the future. 
To accomplish this it proposes to disseminate 
doctrines which will prevent the future use of 
the party as an agency for the promotion of 
special interests. Among these doctrines are 
honest money, a conservative regulation of 
the currency, and— 
a protective tariff that shall impose duties 
where they are needed, and only where needed, to 
equalize the labor cost of production, and to de- 
velop American resources and. American com- 
merece, but not to relieve favored corporations or 
individuals from foreign competition. 

If the Republican party of Massachusetts is 
reorganized upon this basis it will be tri- 
umphant in 1892, for normally that State is 
Republican, The Republican vote which was 
not cast in November was sufficient not only 
to have defeated Russell but to have saved five 
Republican Congressmen, and it was not cast 
because of popular antagonism to McKinley- 
ism and the mill bosses. — 

The Republicans all over the country will do 
well to heed the example set them by their 
brethren in Massachusetts. It is a lesson 
which may be studied with profitin New York, 
Pennsylvania, and in all the Western Repub- 
lican States, where thousands and tens of 
thousands of Republicans either staid at 
home on election-day or voted with the enemy, 
not because they sympathized with the enemy, 
but because they hated McKinleyism, There 
will be no hope for the party in 1892 unless it 
reforms and reorganizes on the basis set forth 
by the Massachusetts Republicans.

KANSAS FARM MORTGAGES. 
If the legislation asked for by the Alliance 


of Kansas farmers be granted them the posi- 
tion of a man who has loaned money on a 
farm in that State may be as follows, provided 
the borrower is mean enough to avail himself 
of the protection afforded by the law: 
The interest must run from six months to a 
year before a default can be entered. Then 
the stay law will prevent proceedings for two 
years. Another three years allowed for re- 
demption, and an additional six months re- 
quired for the foreclosure, present the lender 
with the outrageous condition of six and a half 
years elapsing without the payment of any in- 
terest whatever, during which theocctpant can 
sell the products of the farm for his own bene- 
fit and allow the property to be lost for non- 
payment of taxes unless the lender himself 
throws some good money after bad. In the 
meantime the buildings and other improve- 
ments have gone todecay, the occupant wishing 
to leave as little as possible behind him when 
he finally vacates it. After all this the unfort- 
unate lender is not allowed to buy in the farm 
and take possession of it unless he will bid it 
in for the full amount of the loan, with inter- 
est, taxes, and costs of foreclosure, the whole 
possibly amounting to considerably more than 
the reduced selling value of the place. 

The opening up of such possibilities might 
enable those who have already borrowed 
money un their farms or bought on partial 
payments froin a former owner to shirk 
responsibility, or force the creditor to make a 
big discount in order to get hold of the rest. 
But it would mean good-by to any lending 
business in that State for the future. Kansas 
would be avoided by the capitalists of other 
parts of the Union, and its citizens who 
had any money to lend would be careful to 
place it elsewhere. This for the result of the 
operation. The moral iniquity of the pro- 
ceeding needs no exposure to one who will 
take a candid look at what it is proposed to 
do, which is practically to rob under 
cover of a State law the men who 
have been unwise enough to lend money 
that is still unpaid. Judging from a report 
published a few days ago the farmers in at 
least one portion of Kansas have resolved to 
anticipate the passage of such laws and al- 
ready interfered to prevent the use of a farm 
by one occupying it under a foreclosure 
effected five months ago. It may be remarked 
of these folks that their leaders are profuse 
in extending professions of good will and 
fellowship to the Alliance men in the South, 
which is right enough in its way, but they 
have not a word to say in behalf of the 
millions of.half-paid blacks who labor on the 
plantations, many of whom are now trying to 
escape the bonds of quasi-servitude by fleeing 
to Oklahoma. Apparently they have no 
sympathy with the wretchedness of the poor 
colored workers on the one hand, or respect 
for the rights of a capitalist on the other, 
though the latter may have only a few hun- 
dred dollars saved by rigid economy through 
many years of toil on a farm. Yet they pro- 
fess to want equal rights for all, and to be 
anxious to fight down the oppressor. It 
would be difficult to ‘find a more 
gigantic, oppression than the one to 
which they are committed in demand- 
ing the passage of such laws as they now seek 
to have placed on the statute book of their 
State.

| Gas or Dust. 

The question was raised recently as to whether 
the nebulous masses that are here and there in- 
terspersed among the fixed stars and the comets 
that occasionally visit our neighborhood are com- 
posed of matter in a state of gas or dust. The 
gas,” but insinuations of a 
doubt in regard to this have been thrown out by 
several astronomers within the last few years, 
and now the dust theory is formally presented to 
the scientific world in a volume by Lockyer, * — 
is well known as a long-time worker with the 
spectroscope in examining the heavenly bodies. 
According to the new theory the head of a comet 
may be likened to a cloud of stones and the tail 
to a collection of dust particles, which are sep- 
arated by wide intervals on the average, though 
they knock against each other in such a way as 
to evolve heat and light by the collision. Both 
the large and the small piece of matter may en- 
ter into the composition of the true nebula, but 
it is solid and not gaseous, and the same state 
ment is believed to hold good for those of the 
fixed stars the temperatures of which are rising. 

Whatever may be said of the testimony of the 
spectroscope, and the observers do not all agree, 
the new theory offers an explanation of one diffi- 
culty that has long been a stumbling-block in the 
path of the speculative astronomer. It consists 
in the fact that the few stars which have been ob- 
served to blaze up suddenly soon die back to their 
former dimness or invisibility, as the case may be. 
The sudden and great increase of brilliancy has 
been attributed to collision and can be account- 
ed for in no other rational way. But in the case 
of two masses large enough to be visible from star 
distances the quantity of matter must be so great 
as to furnish intense light for many years, and 
then the extinction must be far more gradual 
than any yet witnessed in historictimes. Also 
the attenuated matter in the tail of a comet must 
quickly be cooled down from any supposable de- 
gree of heat to near the intense cold of 
space and cease to give light in the absence of 
any action that would continuously excite it. 
Both of the observed sets of conditions are easily 
explained by the supposition that lu- 
minosity is due to the colliding of small pieces 
of matter that were moving with great veloc- 
ities previous to the impact. The cometary mass 
moving rapidlyin a much elongated orbit, the 
solar perturbation upon its constituent particles 
is all the time varying, and most so when the 
comet is in that part of its path which is nearest 
to the sun, that being the segment of visibility to 
us. The mutual collidings necessary to luminosi- 
ty could hardly be kept up in a nebulous mass the 
distance of which from other large bodies 
changes slowly, so that for such a case it is neces- 
sary to suppose a meeting of two of those masses 
in space, but the conclusion arrived at is that 
never within historic times have two masses com- 
parable in value to the earth come together, to 
say nothing of a collision between two monster 
suns; and for this reason the new theory is more 
favorable to stability of the universe of worlds 
than is the old one.

NM RKINLET HAS PLEASED ITALY, 


That Country Satisfied with the Workings 
of Our Tariff Law. 

Rome, Jan. 5.—It has been ascertained from 
high official! sources, as well as from inter- 
views with leading members of the Italian 
Parliament, that Italy s well satisfied with 
the workings of the new American Tariff 
bill. The Government commission which 
was appointed to investigate and re- 
port on the probable effects of the 
bill has but recently completed its task, and 
its report shows that under the new tariff 
about 48 per cent of Italian exports to the 
United States are admitted free of duty, 37 
per cent at areduced duty, 12 per cent at the 
old rate, while the duty is increased on leas 
than 4 per cent. This report and 
statistics published by the Italian 
press have brought about a favorable 
state of public opinion regarding the law. 

We have no cause for complaint against the 
United States on account of the new tariff,” 
said Prime Minister Crispi, and this diplo- 
matic opinion is indorsed by all the Deputies 
interviewed.

The report of the Italian Department of 
Agriculture shows that the crops in Italy dur- 
ing the last year were the largest harvested for 
many years. For the previous five years 
Italian crops have been to a great degree fail- 
ures, so that a great impetus to Italian com 
merce is now predicted, although the tight- 
ness of the money market has as yet 

revented the full benetit of the abun- 

ant harvest. The financial difficulties 
which have troubled alike both conti- 
nents have extended to Italy, and stocks 
and bonds of nearly all kinds have — de- 
elmed. The bonds of the Government, how- 
ever, have maintained their accustomed 
values, having fluctuated scarcely 1 per 
cent. The 8 — is announced of

Banara Italian Steel and Tinplate Manufactur- 
ing company. The capital is to be $800,000, 
and the plant is to cost $325,000. As the Italian 
duties on steel and tinplate are from 40 to 50 
per cent ad valorem, the projectors of the 
company expect to reap large protits in sup- 
plying a market of 30,000,000 of people. 

Maprip, Jan. 5.—The statement is made 
that in the report presented to the Govern- 
ment by the Cuban delegates a request is 
made for the suppression of Cuban export 


-duties, a reduction of navigation dues, and a 


modification of various other duties. It 
is also stated that the delegates de- 
sire that, when the question of a 
reciprocity treaty between Spain and America 
relative to Cuba is discussed, the duty onsugar 
imported from Cuba may not be raised, and 
that in return for this the duties on pe- 
troleum and other American products be 
reduced. They also seek a free 
sale for Cuban tobacco in Spain. 
The Government is closely examining the 
whole subject prior to entering into negotia- 
tions for a treaty of commerce with America. 
Delegates from Catalonia, the principal manu- 
facturing province of Spain, have arrived 
to urge the right of that province to be heard 
before the Government begins negotiations 
with the United States.

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LETTERS BY SALISBURY AND BLAINE 
ON THE BEHRING SEA MATTER. 


The British Premier Suggests a Pian of 
Arbitration That Is Not Acceptable to the 
American Administration—Arguments 
Pro and Con—Some Excitement Created 
in London by a Communication from 
the Foreign Office—Comments of the 
English Press. | 


Wasurinaton, D. C., Jan. 5.—The President 
today transmitted to the House of Repre- 
sentatives further correspondence on tie sub- 
ject of the Behring Sea controversy between 
the United States and Great Britain. The 
President’s message merely states that in re- 
sponse to the resolution to the House of Rep- 
resentatives he transmits the correspondence 
ealied for. A letter from Secretary Blaine 
also accompanies the correspondence, but it 
is purely one of transmittal. 

The correspondence transmitted by the 
President is made up of two long letters and 
a number of inclosures, comprising treaties, 
notes, and extracts froin previous correspond- 
ence which Secretary Blaine says concludes 
the correspondence touching the fur-seal 
question up to date. One of these letters is 
from Lord Salisbury to Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
the British Minister, dated Aug. 2, 1890, and 
the other was addressed by Secretary Blaine 
to the British Minister Dec. 17 last. Lord 
Salisbury’s letter is confined toa discussion of 
the Russian ukase and the treaty of 1825. He 
argues at length that Mr. Blaine has misinter- 
preted Mr. Adams’ position and says: 

do not suppose that it is necessary that I 

should argue at length upon so elementary a 
point as that aclaim to prohibit the vessels of 
other nations from approa within a distance 
of 100 miles from the coast is contrary to modern 
international usage. Mr. Adams and Mr. Can- 
ning clearly thought in 1823 that the matter was 
beyond doubt or discussion. The rule which was 
— at that time and which has been gen- 
erally admitted both by publicists and Govern- 
ments limits the jurisdiction of a country on the 
open sea toa distance of three miles m its 
coasts, this having been considered to be the 
range of a cannon shot when the principle was 
adopted. 
The correspondence extracted from the archives 
of this office make it difficult to believe that Mr. 
Blaine has not been altogether led into error. 
Not only did her 2 Government formally 
protest against the ukase on its first issue as con- 
trary to the acknowledged law of nations. but the 
Russian Government gave a verbal assurance that 
the claim of jurisdiction would not be exercised. 
In the subsequent hegotiations great importance 
was attached to obtaining a more formal dis- 
avowal of the claim in the manner least hurtful 
to Russian susceptibilities, but so as effectually 
to preclude its revival. And this security the 
British Government undoubtedly conside t 
both it and the United States had obtained by 
the conventions of 1824 and 1525. 

In conclusion Lord Salisbury cites the in- 
structions given to the British Plenipoten- 
tiary who negotiated the treaty of 1825 and 
says: 

Salisbury’s Conclusions—Wishing to Arbi- 
trate. 


These extracts show conclusively: (1) That En- 
gland refused to admit any part of the Russian 
claim asserted by the ukase of 1821 to a maritime 
jurisdiction and exclusive right of passing 
throughout the whole extent of that claim, from 
Behring Straits to the fifty-first parallel; (2) that 
the convention of 1825 was rega on both sides 
as a renunciation on the part of Russia of that 
claim in its entirety; (3) that though Behring 
Straits was known and specifically provided for, 

bring Sea was not known by that time, but was 
regarded as part of the Pacific Ocean, 

he answer, therefore,to the questions with 
which Mr. Blaige concluded his dispatch is that 
her Majesty's GOvernment has always claimed the 
freedom of navigation and fishing in the waters 
of Behring Sea outside the usual territorial limit 
of one marine league from the coast; that it is 
impossible to admit that a — right to fish, 
catch seals. or pursue any other lawful occupa- 
tion on the high seas can be held to be abandoned 
by a nation from the mere faet that for a certain 
number of years it has not suited the subjects of 
that nation to exercise it. It must be remembered 
that British Columbia has come into exist- 
ence as a colony at a comparatively recent date, 
and that the first considerable ux of 2 
tion, some thirty years ago, was due to the dis- 
covery ot gold and did not tend to an immediate 
development of the shipping interest. 

I have to request that 1 will communicate a 
copy of this dispatch and of its inclosures to Mr. 
Blaine. You will state that her Majesty's Govern- 
ment has no desire whatever to re to the 
United States any jurisdictienin Behring Sea 
which was conceded by Great Britain to Russia, 
and which properly accrnes to the present 
sessors of Alaska in virtue of treaties or the law 
of nations, and that if the United States Govern- 
ment, after examination of the evidence and ar- 
guments which I have produced, still differs from 
this Government as to the legality of the recent 
captures in that sea, it is ready to agree that the 

uestion, with the issues that depend upon it, 
should be referred to impartial arbitration. You 
will in that case be authorized to consider, in con- 
cert with Mr. Blaine, the method of procedure to 
be followed. 

Secretary Blaine’s Letter. 


Secretary Blaine's letter begins with an in- 
sistance upon the correctness of the position 
assumed by the United States. He believes 
that the controversy turns on one point— 
whether the phrase Pacific Ocean“ used in 
the treaties of 1824 and 1825 inciuded Behring 
Sea, as contended by Great Britain. If the 
United States can prove the contrary his case 
is complete and undeniable. Therefore Mr. 
Blaine enters into an exhaustive argu- 
ment, based on Bancroft’s history 
and maps, to show that Mr. .Adams 
and his contemporaries had a distinct 
understanding that the phrase ‘“ Pacific 
Ocean“ excluded the waters of Behring Se 
then known to all the world as the Sea o 
Kamtchatka. The Secretary points to the 
large wealth of the Russian-American com- 
pany, which he says would have been care- 
lessly thrown away by the Russian nobility in 
a phrase which merged Behring Sea in the 
Pacific Ocean. He citeslong years of ab- 
stinence from the seal waters by the adventur- 
ous people of the United States and Great 
Britain as a presumption of their lack of right 
to enter. 

As stronger evidence of his correctness Mr. 
Blaine cites the protocols of the treaty of 1824 
to show that Russia’s relinquishment of juris- 
diction applied only to the territory between 
the fiftieth and sixtieth degrees; also an ex- 
planatory note from Russia to Mr. Adams in 
1824 positively excepting the Aleutian Islands 
and country north of fifty-nine degrees thirty 
minutes from the concession to the United 
States of right to fish and trade. The explaa- 
atory note above referred to reads: 

Explanatory note to be presented to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States at thetime of the 
exchange of ratifications, with a view to remov- 
ing with more certainty all occasion for future 
discussions, by means of which note it will be 
seen that the Aleutian Islands, the coasts of Sibe- 
ria, and the Russian possessions in general on the 
northwest coast of America to 59° 30° of north 
latitude are positively excepted from the liberty 
of hunting, fishing, and commerce stipulated in 
favor of citizens of the United States for ten 
years.

Concentration of War Vessels.) 

Wasnixerox, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Special.]— 
It is denied that any special naval movement 
has been made in the Alaskan waters by the 
Government of the United States. Last year 
the British fleet happened to be pretty strong 
up there, probably much stronger than the 
American fleet. This was satisfactorily ex- 
plained as being due to a change in the Ad- 
mirals. But the United States was criticised 
for not being in position to make a counter 
demonstration had such a course been neces- 
sary. This year the war vessels have been 
concentrated on the Pacific coast. The Cana- 
dians have been blustering about their pur- 

to resist the action of this Government 
in sending revenue cutters to seize their seal 
poachers, but with a few war vessels to back 
up the revenue cutters there isn’t likely to be 
so much bluster. There will be less excuse 
for it in view of the arbitration propositions 
laid before Congress today. At t same 
time a good naval force in Pacific waters may 
be in itself a strong argument for arbitration. 


A LITTLE EXCITEMENT IN LONDON. 


It Is Created by a Communication from the 
Foreign Office, 

Lonpon, Jan. 5.—The Foreign Office this 
evening issued the following communication 
to the press in regard to the Behring Sea dis- 
pute: . 

The statements cabled respecting the corre- 
spondence on the Behring Sea question between 

e British and American Governments are un- 
founded. A dispatch was received Dec. 30 from 
Mr. Blaine. He made proposals respecting ques- 
tions to be submitted for arbitration. With this 
exception no communication whatever has been 
received from the United States on this subject 
for the last three weeks, and no communication 
has been made to the American Government in 
the same period. ; 

The communication was printed and sent 
to all the newspaper offices and news agencies 
in London, it being the evident desire of the 
Government to give the document the widest 
publicity. The Foreign Office is a most con- 
servative department, and the course it adopted 
in regard to the communication is a startling 
innovation on its usual methods of procedure 
and strengthens the general belief that the 
crisis is serious, It is claimed here that the 
preparation of sealskins is an entirely British 
industry, 13,000 persons being engaged in this 
work in London alone. 

Since the publication of the Foreign Office’s 
communication the United States Legation 
and the Admiralty Office have been besieged 
by persons seeking to obtain information of 
the status of affairs, but all inquiries have 
thus far proved fruitless. 

Lonpoy, Jan. 6.—Commenting on the de- 
nial by the Foreign Office of statements about 
correspondence between England and the 
Uni States on the Behring Sea question 
the Morning Post (Conservative) says: 

This denial is scarcely necessary, but it is dis- 
tinctly satisfying. It will allay the natural feel- 
ings of anxiety certain to arise, despite the a pri- 
ori improbability of the reports. Englishmen 
can afford to treat with indifference the tactics of 
the Blaine wirepullers. Hard wo break no 
bones. Weare not unaccustomed to hear our- 
selves roundly abused forthe benefit of this or 
that political party in America; but we give 
Americans the credit that they will not allow any 
politician to goad — 22 into a quarrel which, 
whatever its issue, will be disastrous to all coa- 
cerned. 

The Times says: 

Sir Henry Elliott arrived at a conclusion on the 
subject so distasteful to Mr. Blaine that Congress 
was not allowed to see it. Nevertheless it is prob- 
able that Sir Henry’s éxamination of the whole 
case would be a more trustworthy aud iatelligi- 
ble guide than Mr. Blaine's lengthy dispatches.

in no sense responsible for it. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs says to 
the best of his knowledge and belief the 
Sioux Indians of South Dakota are not starv- 
ing and that he has reason to think that the 
statements regarding their destitution are 
grossly exaggerated. It is true, he says, that 
Congress has greatly reduced the appropria- 
tions for the Sioux and other tribes and that 
the agreements made with them have been 
only partially fulfilled. Whose the fault was 
he could not say. The recent outbreak was, 
he thought, partially due to the reasons above 
stated, the failure of their crops, and therelig- 
ious craze. He was opposed to the transfer of 
the control of the Indians to the War Depart- 
ment. i

MAY BE SHORT OF FUNDS. 


DETROIT IN TROUBLE OVER d. A. R. EN- 
CAMPMENT MONEY. 


Gov. Winans Opposed to an Appropriation 
of $50,000 to Entertain the Veterans— 
Row Over the Action of the Illinois 
Grange in Selecting Springfield for Next 
Summer’s Gathering — Three Children 
Frozen to Death—General News of the 
Northwest. 

Laysinc, Mich., Jan. 5.—[Special.]—The 
fate of the proposed National G. A. R. en- 
campment in Detroit next summer is trem- 
bling in tne balance, It was proposed to raise 
$25,000 for the encampment by private sub- 
scription, a like sum to be raised by the City 
of Detroit, and the Legislature to appropriate 
$50,000 to make up the total $100,000 required. 
The Detroiters have come to a dead standstill 
in the work. Gov. Winans announced that he 
was opposed to a legislative appropriation on 
the ground that it would be unconstitutional 
to devote public money to private use. A 
committee hurried out from Detroit Saturday 
to see the Governor on the subject. Tonight 
a second committee of Detroiters waited upon 
the Governor. It became very evident that 
he could not be induced to change his position. 
It is stated plainly that if the Legislature does 
not appropriate the $50,000 required the en- 
campment cannot be held. 


HOT WORDS OVER AN ENCAMPMENT. 


How a Bloomington Man Looks Upon the 
State Grange Sclection. 

Broomineton, III., Jan. 5.—[{Special.]—A 
special committee of the Grange of Illinois 
recently visited Bloomington, Springfield, De- 
catur, and Havana, III., for the purpose of ex- 
amining into the claims and merits of these 
cities, each of which was a candidate for the 
location of the summer encampment of the 
grange for five years. After the cities had 
been examined the committee decided that 
Springfield should get the encampment.

Is it true that the personal favors which I am 
informed have been extended to your committee 
from time to time by the Jacksonville and South- 
eastern in the way of annual passes and other 
considerations are the real reasons why this cor- 
poration was allowed to dictate to your commit- 
tee in the matter of selecting a suitable place for 
the annual encampment? It appears that your 
committee has allowed themselves to be unduly 
influenced by the wishes of this railroad corpora- 
tion in the discharge of the responsible duties in- 
trusted to your charge.

The Company Scores a Point Against the 
Union Pacific, However, at Beatrice—It 
Succeeds in Getting Three Engines on 
the Union Pacific’s Tracks, Preventing 
the Latter from Running Through 
Trains—No More Commissions at Colo- 
rado Points—Other Kailway News. 


The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific made 
its first attempt to croas the Union Pacific’s 
bridge across the Missouri River between 
Council Bluffs and Omaha Sunday evening 
and shared the fate of the MilWaukee and St. 
Paul. Its train found the approach to the 
bridge blockaded by several locomotives and 
cars and an army of men. Neither threats 
nor persuasion could induce the ofticials 
in charge to raise the blockade, and the Rock 
Island’s train had to run back to the Council 
Bluffs depot. At Beatrice another attem pt 
was made by the Rock Island to break the 
Union Pacific’s blockade, and it succeeded in 
scoring an important point against that com- 
pany. An east-bound train in charge of 
Assistant General Manager Allen managed to 
get on the Union Pacific’s track and held its 
ground, thereby preventing the Union Pacific 
from running its trains over that portion of 
the road, While the Rock Island people were 
endeavoring to secure an injunction against 
the Union Pacific at Omaha the latter road 
was hustling to have the Rock Island enjoined 
from blockading the tracks at Beatrice. 

An Omaha dispatch gives the following 
version of the affair:

RATE-CUTTING TO BE PREVENTED. 


Commissions No Longer to Be Paid from 
Colorado Points, 

At a meeting of the Trans-Missouri Commit- 
tee of the Western Freight Association at Kan- 
sas City last week the report that the regular 
commissions of the trans-Missouri roads to 
the Missouri River are being used to cut rates 
at certain Colorado common points was given 
consideration, and after an animated discus- 
sion the following resolutions were passed : 

Resolved, That business ticketed on or after 
Jan. 1, commission shall not be paid at Pueblo, 
Colorado Springs, and Denver to the Missouri 
River or intermediate points on business to and 
through the same, except the Missouri Pacific, 
which may continue to pay regular commissions 

Missouri River to ticket agents at 
Denver, with the understanding that such com- 
mission shall not be used to cut rates, directly or 
indirectly, this to be subject to right of any road 
to withdraw at the expiration of the thirty days’ 
notice to the Chairman. 

Resolved, That tickets sold at Pueblo via Colo- 
rado Srings or Denver shallonly be via the 
direct line from Denver or Colorado Springs; that 
is, they shall not be honored returning through 
Colorado Springs or Pueblo; that tickets sold at 
Colorado Springs via Pueblo or Denver shall only 
be good via the direct: lines from Denver or Pu- 
eblo, or, in other words, they shall not be good 
for return through Colorado Springs or Denver; 
that the Denver and Rio Grande and Gulf Divis- 
ion, Union Pacific, be requested to have their 
tickets uniform to the above, and that the neces- 
sary instructions to conductors be given to lines 
east of Denver, Colorado Springs, aud Pueblo to 
carry out this resolution. 

These resolutions are to go into effect Jan. 10. 

It was agreed that the initial lines from 
Utah common points be notified that on all 
second-class east-bound tickets sold after Jan. 
15 the trans-Missouri lines will demand their 
full and proper ay ere on the basis of a 
rate of $30 between Utah common points and 
Missouri River, and that they be requested to 
raise their rates accordingly, thus making 
uniform the east and west bound second-class 
rate. 

It was suggested that the lines present might 
come to an agreement respecting the few re- 
maining points of difference standing in the 
way of the adoption of the general commis- 
sion circular, but after discussion it was agreed 
that the Chairman should prepare a revision 
of the circular, to embody all changes 
to at subsequent meetings, members to be 
furnished with copies in order to insure an in- 
telligent discussion at the meeting of the 
Trans-Missouri Committee immediately after 
the next regular meeting of the association. 


DECIDED AGAINST FINLEY, 


The Santa Fe Has the Right to Appeal to 
Arbitration. 

The question whether Chairman Finley was 
justified in deciding that the Santa Fé could 
not submit the matter of redeeming the 
eighty-eight 1,000-mile tickets purchased by 
the Rock Isiand some time ago, after having 
appealed to the association, was considered 
yesterday by the arbitrators appointed to 
make a ruling in the matter. General Traffic 
Manager Murray represented Mr. Finley; 
General Passe Agent Shattuc the Atchi- 
sou, Topeka Santa Fé, and General Pas- 
senger t Fuller acted as third or neutral 
man. ice-Presideut Springer argued the 
case for his company, the Santa Fé, while Mr. 
Finley submi the argument in his own be- 
half. Mr. Finley’s position was not sustained 
by the arbitrators. They decided that while 
the agreement provided that an aggrieved 
party may appeal to the association or to arbi- 
tration, yet it was not to be construed that a 
road, after having appealed to the association, 
could not have recourse to arbitration, They 
held that a company may appeal to the asso- 
ciation, and if not satisfied may demand an 
arbitration. Under this ruling the matter of 
redeeming those eighty-eight 1,000-mile tick- 
ets, or ra that portion thereof which the 
Santa Fé claims were bulletined as worthless 
before the Rock Island secured them, will be 
arbitrated. The Santa Fé has selected Gen- 
eral P Agent Shattuc as its arbitrator, 
and Mr. Finley, or rather the association, has 
decided to stick to Traffic Manager Murray. 
It is understood Mr. Fuller will be chosen as 
the third man.

CANNON’S BILL FOR A PUBLIC BUILD- 
ING PASSES THE HOUSE, 


The Democratic Members, in Consideration 
of the Fact That He Had Been in Con- 
gress Eighteen Years Without Asking 
Anything for His Town, Offer No Oppo- 
sition — Senator McConnell of Idaho 
Takes His Seat ~ Justice Brown Is

Wasuixatéy, D. C., Jan. 5.—[{Special.]— 
Congressman Cannon in the House today 
moved to suspend the rules and pass the Sen- 
ate bill for the erection of a public building at 
Danville, I. Agreed to—yeas 144, nays 15, 
the Clerk counting a quorum. Congressman 
Cannon chose wisely in selecting the time for 
asking the House to pass his little bill. If he 
had waited till a little laver in the session his 
position as Chairman of the committee which 
holds the purse-strings of the Government 
would in the meantime have impelled him to 
put the brakes on the schemes of a good 
many of his fellow-members, and the Dan- 
ville bill would not have gone through 
so easily. Today members just returned 
from the Christmas holidays were feel- 
ing in pretty good humor, ana when the 
word was passed around on the Democratic 
side that Cannon had been in Congress eight- 
een years without asking anything for his 
home town but now wanted a public building 
they said: Well, let her go. The bill had 
already passed the Senate, and now requires 
only the approval of the President. ; 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa presented the con- 
ference report on the Urgency Deficiency bill.

MR. M’CONNELL TAKES THE OATH. 


Idaho’s Second Senator Sworn In—A Brief 
Journal, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 5.—The Senate 
met at noon, with the Vice-President in the 
chair and with a fuller attendance of mem- 
bers than on any other day at the same hour 
since the session began. The galleries were 
also well filled with spectators. The journal 
of Friday last was read, and was of the brief- 
est possible character, consisting of one short 
sentence. Scores of petitions for and against 
the Conger Lard bill were presented, and for 
and against the Terrey Bankruptcy bill.

JUSTICE BROWN SWORN IN, 


The Latest Addition to the Supreme Court 
Takes the Oath of Office. 
Wasuincton, D. C., Jan. 5.—Judge Henry 
B. Brown of Michigan was this morning sworn 
into office as an Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, and took 
his seat on the bench. The induction into 
office of the new Justice was awaited with con- 
siderable interest by lawyers and others. 
Long before the hour of meeting the court 
chamber was crowded with spectators. A me- 
jority of the Michigan delegation occupied 
seats within the railed s set apart for mem- 
bers of the bar, where they were joined by Mr. 
D. M. Dickinson, Postmaster General under the 
Cleveland Administration; Controller Lace 
of the Treasury Department; Mr. Henry N. 
Duffield of Detroit. A number of other friends 
of Judge Brown, including several ladies, 
were also present seats reserved for 
them inside the rail. At noon the Justices, 
headed by ChiefJustice Fuller, their new as- 
sociate bringing up the rear, marched into the 
court-room and took their seats on the bench. 
Judge Brown did not immediately take his 
seat, but stopped at theClerk’s desk. His own 
gown had not been made, but he wore a brand 
new robe Justice Field had loaned him for the 
occasion. When the court-crier opened the 
proceedings Chief-Justice Fuller said : “Itgives 
me pleasure to announce to the gentlemen of 
the bar that since the adjournment of the 
court Mr. ny B. Brown of Michigan has 
been appoin to a seat upon this bench.

DECIDED AGAINST MAYOR SHAKESPEARE 


The Louisiana Supreme Court Sustains the 
Old New Orleans Police Board. 

New Orxxans, La., Jan. 5.—[Special. }— 
The Supreme Court today decided the Police 
Board case, which has createfl widespread in- 
terest in the city, due to the act of Mayor 
Shakespeare in dismissing four members of 
the Police Board, Messrs. Dennis, Drolla, 
Demorielle, and Borne, because they had held 
a meeting without permission of the Mayor, 
who is ex-officio President of the board. New 
members were appointed by the Governor to 
replace the deposed Commissioners and the 
latter sued out a mandamus in the civil 
courts to compel the Mayor to reinstate them. 
Judgment was given by Judge Ellis in favor 
of the new board and the plaintiffs appealed 
to the Supreme Court.

BLAINE TO THE BRITISH. 


ANALYSIS OF THE SECRETARY’S LET- 
TER ON THE FISHERIES. 


A State Document That Is Sure to Please 
All Patriotic -Americans—The President 
and His Premier in Full Accord on the 
Matter in Dispute—Democrats May Find 
Cause for Congratulation in the Fact 
That Ex-Minister Phelps’ Course Is Up- 
Held. " 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Special.]— 
The Behring Sea correspondence sent to Con- 
gress today [given elsewhere] is interesting. 
There is no difference of opinion upon the 
subject between the President and Mr, 
Blaine. The United States is in a position so 
strong, as explained by Mr. Blaine, that there 
is no need to think this Government will have 
to back down from the position assumed. The 
further interesting fact is disclosed that this 


’ Government has not refused arbitration, It 


has refused to go to arbitration only when 
submitted in the form proposed by Lord 
Salisbury. Mr. Blaine himself is perfectly 
willing to have the matter referred to a high 
court of arbitrators to aecide on the six prop- 
ositions he has attached to his letter to the En- 
glish Foreign Office. This fact puts an 
end to the idle talk of the Government seek- 
ing to have a quarrel with England or to make 
any political capital out of a proper defense 
of an American right. Indeed, there is noth- 
ing more adroit in the history of the whole 
affair than the closing part of Mr. Blaine’s 
letter, where he quotes from a dispatch on the 
subject of the seal fisheries dispute written by 
Mr. Phelps, the Democratic representative of 
Secretary Bayard at the Court of St. James. 
Mr. Phelps held then exactly the same views 
maintained by the State Department today. 
Mr. Blaine’s letter is one of the ablest of his 
state papers. It may fail to satisfy that class 
of Americans who are anxious to take the side 
of England in all controversies afising be- 
tween its Government and ours. 
Mr. Blaine's Position. 

The new points in Mr. Blaine’s letter can be 
briefly summarized. He first addresses him- 
self to the position taken by Lord Salisbury 
that the Behring Sea does not exist as a sep- 
arate body of water in the previous treaties 
made with Russia in 1824 and 1825,in which 
the English Premier contends that the phrase 
** Pacific Ocean“ includes the body of water 
known now as the Behring Sea./ Mr. Blaine 
admits at once that if this point can be sus- 
tained the United States has no case. He 
then proceeds to show the result of the most 
enormous industry in the way of col- 
lecting maps of these waters running 
back to a period of ninety years prior to 1825. 
These maps were published in Great Britain, 
the United States, the Netherlands, France, 
Spain, Germany, and Russia—in all 105 in 
number. On each of these maps the Behring 
Sea as the Sea of Kamschatka is accurately 
defined. Mr. Blaine holds that treaties of 
that period relate to the Pacific Ocean as the 
water below 60° latitude. This point is fur- 
ther sustained by the discovery of a memo- 
randum furnished to Mr. Adams by the Russian 
Government during the negotiation of the 
treaty of 1826. 

This note is important, as the Russian Gov- 
ernment outlines exactly its property rights in 
the Northwestern waters, including the seal 
fisheries. This note exactly sustains Mr. 
Blaine’s construction of what was the Russian 

roprietary right which was transferred to the 
United States by the sale of 1867. 

Another point made by Mr. Blaine in this 
connection is that in St. Petersburg there was 
organized a company composed of members 
of the royal family, leading financiers, and 
capitalists of the epg eee who were 
engaged in carrying on ve usiness now 
in the hands of the Alaska Fur com- 


pany. This company was formed prior to 
the treaty of 1825. 8 — treaty this 
company had two separate concessions for 
periods of twenty years each, During this 
time they had undisturbed possession of the 
seal fisheries and cleared over 10,000,000 
rubles. 1 — — 1 2 1 re about

Mr. Blaine argues, the traders of the nie 
States and Great Britain would have found 
their way with their ships to take advan 

of the enormous profit found in hunting 
seal. But for forty years Great Britain never 
assumed that it had any rights in these waters, 
and Mr. Blaine now pertinently calls upon 
England “to explain why 1t persistently vio- 
lates the same rights when transferred to the 
ownership of the United States.” 

Mr. Blaine brushes away with a strong hand 
the assumption that the United States wishes 
to maintain Behring Sea as a closed sea. The 
Russian Government never denied the right 
of navigation in these waters, neither would 
the United States. The latter Government 
desired only to protect a limited part of the 
sea during a short season each year in order 
to protect the lives of the seals and to prevent 
the ruin of a most valuable industry. 

A Dramatic Presentation. 

One of ‘the most dramatic and — an 
presentations in connection with this assump- 
tion upon the part of the United States is an 
illustration given by Mr. Blaine of the atti- 
tude of England in the neighborhood of St. 
Helena pending the captivity of Napoleon I. 
When he was a prisoner upon that island En- 
gland refused to allow the vessels of any for- 
eign nation to hover about the island within 
the distance of twenty-four miles. For all 
practical purposes England made a closed sea 
in the South Atlantic of a space of about fifty 
miles square, 

There has been always an effort made to 
confuse the points at issue by those who have 
attacked the policy of the Government in pro- 
tecting the seal ries of Alaska. A
